As an enthusiastic .canoeist of 


some experience on various rivers 
and lakes,-! have 
been 
asked 'to 


write an open letter on the hazards 
of the sport. 
After 
some twelve 


years of canoeing on Lake Mendota, 
I am inclined to say that the lake 
is not an unusually dangerous body 
of water and that canoeing., with 
ordinary common sense, is not a 
hazardous -sport. But I do feel that, 
if there is much recklessness this 
year as there was last, .tne season 
of 1922 will see an unusual loss of 
•life in Lake Mendota. This is due 
partly to the .great increase in the 
use of the lake and partly to the 
increasing number of inexperienced 
persons who take foolish 
chances 


in canoes. 


Some of us older canoeists were- 


shocked by the. recklessness 
last 


season—the disregard of warnings, 
the lack of ordinary common sense, 
and the tendency to use the canoe 
for purposes for which it was never 
intended. Both drownings last year 
were due to carelessness and disre- 
gard of warning. There would have 
been many more but for. the'con- 
stant vigilance of Captain Isabel. 
He often told me that 'students seem 
ed insane in the' way .they ' risked 
their own lives and the lives of girls 
iyho were foolish 
enough- to go 


canoeing with them. 


When the university established . 


a life saving station 'in 
1916, 
we 


looked upon it 'as great slep in ad 
vance. Its safety rules, ;its warn- 
ings, jts help in time of danger -were 
sorely needed. 
For five years'.it 


entirely prevented loss of ;ife among 
canoeists-on 
Mendota. But last, 


year the presence .of; Captain. Isabel.. 
led many, to .take -chances- they 
would sot . otherwise. "Captain 


Isabel will get.us out" was the ex- 
cuse of the 
foolhardy for 
going 


where they should not go. As a 
consequence, the life-saving service 
was s-wamped—63 rescues in one 
season is no small matter, especial- 
ly when they 
bunch on stormy 


evenings. 


The agitation for more life-sav- 


ing facilities last season impressed 
me as foolish. We now have as 
much as is needed. More would but 
lead to more recklessness, I think. 
What we need is a campaign to 
teach the inexperienced canoeist to 
obey the rules and warnings or 
to keep off the'lake. 


Every 
inexperienced 
canoeist 


should feel it his duty to teach, the 
newcomers how to use 
tho 
lake 


sensibly and should set them a good 
example. He should tell them that 
the canoe is primarily a river craft, 
that the Indian who 
invented 
it 


would never cross open water-in it,' 
that it is not a safe place for love- 
malcing. He should tell them that 
most of the canoe accidents have 
taken place in UniVersity' Bay and 
that,, because of sudden sqnalls and 
converging winds, a trip around the 
end of Picnic Point is a really 
hazardous adventure. 
Above '.'all, 


he should help enforce tho rnlej of 
safety; Lake Mendota 
does . not 


"claim victims," as: the 
headlines 


say—she is much less voracious 
than Milwaukee river—.but she does 
offer a. fine 'chance for a fool to 
drown himself. 


Captain Isabel is doing his best 


to protect our enjoyment 
of 
the 


lake, but" he earmot do it 
single-* 


handed—all of'us! must help hini. .
